CAFE AND BANQUET ROOM 
ATTRACTIVE FEATURES 


Building to Be of Re-enforced 
Concrete With Stucco Front 
and Tile Coping. Structure 
to 22x140 Feet in Size 


Harry Davis announced _ this 
morning. the erection of a new 
cafe building where the frame 
uilding now occupied by the Nis- 
wander grocery, at 155 Second 
Avenue, stands. 

Several months ago Mr. Davis 











with his present plans in view, 
but has just completed all the de 
tails with W. C. Jones. who is 
not only the builder, but the 
architect as well. 

The building- is to be of rein- 
forced concrete, the front to be 
stuccoed with tile coping, hard- 
wood floors throughout the entire 
building. 

The building will be 22x140 feet 
with a basement 22x68 feet. The 
restaurant will be 22x60 feet, with 
a capacity of sixty places. One 
side will be devoted to the count- 
er, while the other will be de- 
voted to booths and tables. The 
extreme west end of the building 
will be a banquet room 22x50, with 
& capacity of 100 places. For 
many years Upland has lacked a 


on providing the city with 
need in that line. 

Between the restaurant and the 
banquet room is to be the kit- 
chen, which w lilbe 22x30, and 
Architect Jones has worked out 
a plan of ventilation which he be- 
lieves will prove most effective in 
keeping the odor of cooking fepd 
from patrons of the cafe. 

In the banquet room it is also 
planned by Mr. Davis to cater to 
dinner-dance parties. The hard- 
wood boors will be pclished and 
tables can be so placed that the 
center of the room can be used 
for dancing. The capacity. for a 
dinner dance in the banquet room 
will be approximately fifty people. 

That the interior decorations! 
will be most attractive is a fore- 
gone conclusion for Harry Davis 
has followed the cafe business for 
many years and is ably assisted 
by Mrs. Davis,‘who has many ex- 
cellent ideas on interior arrange- 
ment. 

The Niswander grocery is to 
move to its new building at the 
corner of Ninth Street and Campus 
Avenue just as soon as the build- 
ing is ready for occupancy and 
as soon as the store building is 
empty Contractor Jones and his 
men will start the razing of one 
of Upland’s history business build- 
ings. 

When the old frame building 
was erected present day folks can- 
not recall, although a few old-tim- 
ers seem to have a faint remem- 
brance. For several years it was 
used as a drug store by the John- 
son Drug Co., and later the busi- 
ness was sold to Smith Bros., then 
later became the property of P. 
H. MacQuillen, who moved the 
store into the building now occu- 
pied by Campbell’s Ready-to-Wear 
Shop.

The risk of professionalization in football is 
not in the playing, or the players.

In my years of youth I was delighted 
when the doorbell rang, for I thought, now it 
(the great romantic adventure) had come. But 
in later years my feeling on the same oceasion 
had something rather akin to terror —I[ 
thought, there it comes!’’ 

There have been others who have found 
solitude preferable to society. Thoreau said: 
‘*T love to be alone. I never found the com- 
panion that was so companionable as _ soli- 
tude,’’ and Lowell compromised, ‘‘Solitude is 
as needful to the imagination as society is 
wholesome for the character.’’ 

Many will agree with all three of these past 
masters in philosophy and literature that soli- 
tude and society are both to be cultivated, 
that those who fear solitude have failed in life 
as utterly as those who have not enjoyed the 
pleasures of human society. It is possible to 
overdo either, but there is little evidence or 
danger of the present generation over-culti- 
vating solitude.

SAY JAPANESE 
WOLATING LAM 


Acting on the complaint of 
ranchers, the San _ Bernardino 
County grand jury Tuesday began 
an inquiry of asserted violations 
by Japanese of the Alien Land Act 
in the Cucamonga district, calling 
a number of witnesses including 
one suspected law violator. 

That the Japanese are acquiring 
agricultural lands. in the Cuca- 
monga district by purchasing the 
acreage for minors, born in Cali- 
fornia, through guardians who in 
turn lease the property to farmers 
ineligible to hold land, was the 
theme of the testimony before the 
inquisitors at the inquiry, it was 
learned. Whether indictments were 
asked could not be aScertained, 
Foreman C. M. Brown of Redlands 
issuing no*statement. Other grand 
jurors flatly refused to discuss the 
inquiry. 

Guardians are Accused 

The guardians of the Japanese 
minors, many of whom hold land 
although they are yet mere school 
children, have .violated the Alien 
Land Act by=fatling to fle annual 
reports in County Clerk Harry L. 
Allison’s office, the grand jurors 
were told. The law requires that 
a detailed report of the guardian- 
ship be filed annually, setting forth 
what the land held by aliens was 
used for during ‘the year, the prof- 
its returned and other information 
required by the government. 

The complainants before the in- 
quisitors included ranchers who 
protested the asserted violation of 
the act, adopted to protect Ameri- 
can. farmers from Oriental com- 
petition and to restrict the ac- 
quiring by Japanese of vast acre- 
ages of agricultural lands. Fre- 
muent complaints that the act was 
being ignored by Japanese have 
been received in District Attorney 
George H. Johnson’s office in re- 
cent weeks.

Woman Denies Guilt 


Mrs. Elsie N. Coleman, 153 Surf 
Street, Santa Monica, entered a 
plea of not guilty to a charge of 
illegal possession of liquor when 
she was arraigned yesterday be- 
fore Judge George R. Holbrook.

ical condition at the San Antonio 
Community Hospital. 

Following the crash, Mrs. Cole- 
man was said to have taken a 
bottte of liquor from the car and 
to have attempted to conceal it in 
her handbag. In court she denied 
that the liquor belonged to her 
or that she ever used it. She 
admitted that she might have 
taken it to get it away from her 
husband, but declared that the 
first thing she remembered fol- 
lowing the accident was when she 
found herself on the operating 
table in the hospital. Mrs. Cole- 
man sustained severe lacerations 
about the head and her husband 
suffered a broken arm. 

Mrs. Coleman today gave her 
age as 53 years and her occupa- 
tion as a real estate saleswoman.

Congress is to be asked to pass 
legislation at the present session 
extending the time limit for five 
years for the conversion of war- 
time term insurance policies held 
by veterans of the World War, ac- 
cording to word received here by 
State Adjutant James K. Fisk of 
the American Legion. Under the 
terms of the legislation, disabled 
veterans of the World War will 
be permitted to reinstate their pol- 
fcies by placing the unpaid back 
premiums as a charge against the 
policy in the final settlement 
thereof. 

Other legislation, according to 
Adjutant Fisk, will provide fur- 
ther relief for tubercular veterans, 
including a permanent rating of 
fifty per centum disabled for “ar- 
rested” cases. "

BANKERS GO AFTER 
MONEY, NOT MAN 


Bankers of Riverside were far 
more interested in recovering their 
losses than prosecuting Glen Fer- 
guson, accused forger arrested by 
Sheriff Walter A. Shay last week. 

Sheriff Shay and his _ officers 
were warned by Riverside officers 
to arrest Ferguson, who had ob- 
tained nearly $200 by swindling 
the First National and Security 
Savings & Trust banks in that 
city. Sheriff Shay captured Fer- 
guson when he attempted to cash 
a forged draft at the California 
State Bank. 

Riverside Men Get Money 

The sheriff immediately notified 
the Riverside officers of Fergu- 
son’s arrest and within an hour 
Riverside police and representa- 
tives of the two banks at which 
Ferguson cashed his _ fictitious 
drafts were at Sheriff Shay’s of- 
fice. The bankers had obtained at- 
tachments against (Ferguson's 
money—he had $240 in his pock- 
ets when arrested—and immed- 
iately attached $205.08. The cash, 
at Ferguson’s consent, was deliv- 
ered to the Riverside bankers. 

Ferguson -had committed no 
crime in San Bernardino and Riv- 
erside. officers asked that he be 
held for prosecution in that coun- 
ty on forgery charges. Ferguson 
was held three days in jail and 
there was no further request for 
his custody from the Riverside 
police. ee, 

Man Held For Pomona .... 

Sheriff Shay then asked the. Riv- 
erside police if they wanted Fer- 
guson for prosecution on the forg- 
eries-at the Riverside banks. 

The bankers would not swear to 
a complaint against Ferguson, the 
police said, and Ferguson was de- 
Hivered to Los Angeles County of- 
fficers. Bankers in Los Angeles 
County did not recover their loss-
